NAVAL WARFARE. 


(Daily Press, 13th March.) 

Not long ago a fiery naval officer of the 
old school, speaking at a public banquet, 
gave utterance to sentiments, in good breezy 
nautical style, which, coming from such a 
quarter, must have caused unfeigned sur- 
prise. He said that in the present day 
every devilish device which could be con- 
ceived was resorted to in naval warfare. 
This forcible expression does not go very 
far beyond what the large majority of 
people have felt with respect to the illustra- 
tions which have been afforded of the new 
methods of warfare. Torpedoes, when they 
were first heard of, were considered to be 
somewhat out of- the range of fair naval 
weapons, as having something about them 
that was underhand and deceptive and 
contrary to recognised ideas of honourable 
fighting. The same view has been enter- 
tained as to sub-marines, which have always 
been regarded as something tricky ; and it 
has been a great shock to old fashioned 
notions (lat means of so “sneaking” a 
character should have to be resorted to in 
place of the old faghioned broadside actions 
in which courage played a more conspicuous 
When, however, it comes to the use 
of mines, not merely for defensive purposes,

AUSTRALIA'S EXTERNAL TRADE. 


; Daily Press: 15'h March. ove 

The rise and progress of the'external trode 
ot Australia forms an interesting chapter 
in the history of the world’s commerce. 
According to the New South Wales Govern- 
ment Statistician, it is larger than that of 
any British possession, India alone excepted, 
and, if the transit and re-export trade be 
excluded, compares very favourably as re- 
gards proportion to population with that of 
any other country. 
imports werp valued at £37,811,471, against 
£17,562,960 in 1861. The figures were 
higher during several of the intervening 
years, the volume of imports naturally being 
affected by fiscal changes and other causes. 
The recorded exports have, however, consis- 
tently maintained, with few exceptions, an 
upward tendency, the values rising from 
£17,399,686 in 1861, to £48,170,164 in 
1903, making the total trade in the latter 
year £85,981,635, as against £34,962,616 
in 1861, an increase of £51,019,019, the 
value per inhabitant in 1903 being £21 
18s. 1ld: The total trade during the lust 
three: years, £262,702,635, was exceeded 
during the same period only by Grest Bri- 
tain, £808,815,270; Germany £530,931,000, 
America, £503,739,690; and France, 
£352,390,440, all the other countries of the 
world being ench below the Ausiralian 
figures, Belgium, with -£172,232,000, occu- 
pying the highest place, and Greece, with 
£8,601,170, the lowest, “One-third of all 
goods now imported into Australia,” says 
Mr. Coanuan, “may be said to be of 
non-British oriyin, as 
about one-fourth ten years ago. The

THE POWERS ANDO CHINA.

One good -effect may be looked fur 
from recent events in these parts, namely, 
that of defining more accurately the 
policy of Foreign Nations, and more 
especially of Great Britain, with respect to 
China and the Far East. British policy 
has been very freely criticised for many 
years past, but it must'-be confessed that 
such criticism has been-in the main:directed 
against what was initself wot very defiite 
or -very distinctly ‘declared. - “Ta ‘getieral

in apy|other way than by accepting respon- 
sibilities in China, which the Home Govern- 
ment jas very little inclined to assume. 
The obstinate resistance which was made 
by the Chinese to anything in the direction 
of progress naturally suggested the idea 
that the only. way to further foreign inter- 
course|and commerce would be by the 
acquisition of territory and, the asumption 
. of the powers of Government; and at one 
time sach‘a policy would not have been 
seriously opposed by the majority of the 
other foreign nations; who knew that they 


would.share in any advantages to be. ob- 
tained. Such a policy, however, never 


recommended itself to the British Govern- 


ment or public, and.was always opposed to 
.the views of the United States, who favour- 
ed me ee that improvements in China 
might be obtained by other and simpler 
means.’ China was aud undoubtedly still is 
by no means a desirable country to take in 
hand, ahd a guarded policy with respect to 

. the qggumption of responsibility in an 
direction became recognised as that whic 
was at all events the safest. It has, how- 
ever, always been apparent that some 
consolidation of and improvement in the 
Government of China was essential; though 
the hope was clung to that China, like Italy, 
sould reform of herself. 

‘The question now is: how fur after the 
lapse of more +b forty years, since the 
Treaty of Tientsin, Chine~las verifed this 
hope. Some progress has undoubtedly been 
-made, but it has been of a slow and.un- 
decided character. New ports have been 
opened and railways have been introduced ; 
but stil] China.in the main has not advanced 
essentially from her old world ways. The 
Government remains as weak and at the 
same time as arbitrary as ever, a strange 
mixture; of autocracy and feebleness, and 
the hope of any internal reform of a sub- 
stantin character has been almost abandoned 

i st wishers. At the same time it 
denied that China has at least 
shown herself capable of development. There 
_is a large and now increasing class in China 
who arejwell aware of the advantages which 
she could derive from the sdoption of foreign 
he middle trading class who have

though it might be open to question in 
former times, has so far proved to be the 
only sound and reasonable course that could 
be adopted. If once the fear of Russian 


aggression in China can be removed, a way 
will be opened to maintain a sound com- 


mercial policy in which the’ interests of 
foreign nations cau be furthered in a man- 
ner which was necessarily impossible while 
China constantly laboured under the fear of 
aggression in some quarter or another and 
the partition of the country was discussed 
as an open question. The influence of Japan 
will be a strong factor in all future policy. 
If that country were averse to foreign 
civilization her influence. might be of a 
dangerous character; but, so long as she 
ranges herself on the side of legitimate com- 
mercial progress, which has certainly been 
her policy hitherto, and which policy it is 
alike her interest and her inclination to 
follow, her co-operation with for ign nations 
in furthering legitimate intercourse and the 
extension of commercial facilities will bea- 
idin. ausé Of progress; while 
her policy must always lie in the direction 
of safe-guarding the integrity of China, ag 
Japan is well aware. that encroachment on 
the part of any one nation would be the 
signal for simular action on the part of 
others and would be productive of confusion, 
the end of which it would be difficult to 
foretell,

In tha little farewell speech delivered by Dr. 
Atkinson] at last week’s meeting of the Sanitary 
Board I noticed a rati-er astonishing s{atement. 
Dr. Atkinson spoke of the measures taken by 
the Government to stop the ravages of malaria 
by training the nullahs, removing undergrowth 
and filling in the swamps, and he quoted 


hospital returns to the effect that the number |- 


of malarial patients admitted into the hospitals 
last year was only a third the number admitted 
in 1901. Yet I notice that of the 490 cases 


last year no fewer than 301 were fatal, whereas 
in 1901, ont-of 1,393 cases only 574 were fatal. 
The mortality shows is eke 


a big percentage 
of increase. What is thefexplanation? Do 
the hospital returns really prove that malaria 
is less prevalent now than it was four years 
agoP Or does this large increase in the per- 
centage of deaths to cases merely indicate that 
imalarial patients do not resort to the hospitals 
until they are in an oxtramely bad state? 
Whatever may be the explanation, we shall 
derive great satisfaction from these mortality 
returns if we look at them in their poor light. 
They show, in fact, tbat per 1, of the 
population (even supposing the 
remained stationary during the last fonr years) 
the reduction in the mortality return ix some- 
thing like 90 per cent. 


Apropos of this subject I should like {o direct 
the attention of the P.W.D. to the offensive 
odour which is frequently noticeable in Glenealy, 
just at the spot where tie gradient is steepest. 
The smell suggests stagnant water in a culvert, 
—just the very place for mosquitoes to breed. 
There are two similar places in Condnit Road 
where water collects and stagnates underneath 
the two hridges. Now that the P.W.D. is 
apparently clearing away the stone heap which 
has disfigured tis road they might see if some- 
thing cannot be done to abate these nuisances, 


I hear there is something like a little strike 
among the Hospital Sisters of the Colony. I 
am informed that Government requires that 
they shall give lessons in nursing gratuitously 
to the European ladies of the co'ony who are 
atfending the nursing classes started a little 
while ago, and the Hospital Sisters regard the 
request as unreasonable.

now discussing to which I will refer later. 
Tn the meantime I will deal with tho question 
—what effect should be given to what 
took place at the morning’s interview. First 
it is to be observed that though Mr. D’Almada 
cannot read Chinese he keeps clerks who can 
and that while he does not read Chinese he speaks 


the| language. Is it likely that tha defendant 
would have produced to such a man the broker's 


authority in support of his statement th:t the 
houses were rented for $650 if the words which 
bear out the statement had nol been on the face 
of the document? How was he to know that 
Mr. D'Almada did not read Chinese or that he 
Would not in ove of his clerks to read the 
document to him? Nextit is to be remembered 
that according to the pains evidenc: the 
defendant then knew that the houses were not 
let ‘for $650 but that the majority were unlet 
and only two let for $196. The suggestion is 
that the defendant,though he was then under 
no obligation to enter into the agreement 
to purchase, and though he was well aware 
of the evil reputation of the honses and 
consequently of the probably worthless 
cha:acter of his bargain was yet of ro 
recklessly speculative a character as to be ready 
and willing to risk 361,500 on the chance that 
if he subsequently found it impossible to re-sell 
at a profit he would be able by means of a for- 
to repudiate his bargain, and that to enable 
him to sustain his case to repudiation he in- 
his statement fo Mr D’Almada respect- 
ing) the rental which his purchase was then 
bringing in! That theory of the plaintiff is 
however undoubtedly open to the criticism that 
the jwhole fabric of the intended fraud would 
have been destroyed had Mr. D’Almada called 
one|of his clerks to transla'e the document 
which the defendant handei or showed to hi 
to support his statement as to the rental. The 
risk}in that respect would have been so great 
that it must be assumed that the defendant 
mt truly when he-said that the broker's 
aufhority would bear out his assertion as to the 
rental; and that if the defendant is guilty of 
the crime imputed {o him he must have added 
the words previously to going to the office of 
his go.icitor Mr. D'Almada. The probabilities 
app¢ar to me te favour the view that the added 
words were on the document at the time of the 


defehdant’s visit to Mr. D’Alamada on the morn- 
ing of the 27th May 1903. Ido not think the 
defendant would have ventured to make the 
assertion he did to his sdlicitor with respect to 
the document he produced, unless that document 
had at the time contained the words “ Rent for 


each|month $650.” I assume therefore that those 
words were on the document at thetime of the 


defendant's visit to his solicitor on the morning 


of the 27th May. The question is were those 
words inserted in that document by the defend- 


ant for the purpose of furthering the nefarious 
design imputed to him by the plaintiff, or were 
they lon the document when it was banded to the 
defendant by the broker on the previous evening. 
It ms to me that what took place at the 
interview between the defendant and the plaintiff 
at Mr. D’Almada’s office on the afternoon of 
the 27th will throw the light that will enable 
me t@ come to a proper decision on that ques- 
tion.; In order to understand the attitude of 
the plaintiff on that occasion, and to appreciate 
alue of what he did or said, or omitted to 
it is necessary to bear in mind the fact 
that he wasnot present at the morning inter- 
view jbetween the defendant and Mr. D’ Almada. 
idi not know that Mr. D'Almada had 
xp ssed a doubt as to the wisdom of the 
defendant in making the purchase, nor did he 
know that the defendant had justified his action 
ting the large rental he would receive. 
@ interview in the afternoon there were 
present | only the two parties and their 
solici Mr. D’Almada says that while he 
ing the title deeds of the prope 

had been brought by the plainti 

tory to preparing the agreement 
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h= heard the plaintiff talking to 

defendant endeavouring to riise the price 
from 861,500 to $63,000; that the defend- 
ant refused to agree to the rise; and 
that ultimately producing the same doon- 
ment which he had produced in the morning iu 
support of his assertion that the rental was 
$650, the defendant showing it to the plaintiff 
said ‘No! Your order is for $61,50-. I3 not 
that your order?" Mr. D'Almada says that 
the plaintiff looked at the document proda-ed 
to him by the defendant and said “Yes,” and 


the agreement was thereupon signed ; and the 
bargain money paid on the following day. 


Now the importance of that evidence lies in 


the fact that the plaintiff on the document 
being shown to him bv ths defendant made no 
reference to the words “‘Kent for each month 
2650 " assuming, as I think I must, that those 
words were at that time on the face of the docu- 
ment. The explanation offered fur him is 
that if they were there he did not see them; 
that the question between himself and the de. 
fendant was then confined to ths amount of the 
purchase money which he wished to raise from 
the amount stated in the document, and so he 
may very well have overlooked the words relat- 
ing to rental. However that may be, it is hard- 
ly conceivable that the defendant assuming 
those words were there and known to him to be 
added forgeries placed there by himself for cer- 
tain possible future contingencies, would for a 
second time that day have deliberately incurred 
the risk of detection and exposure. Oa the other 
hand it is conceivable that the plaintiff may 
have seen the words “Rent for each month 
865” and yet nt repudiate them; for on 
the theory of the defence the time for 
his so doing had not .arrived, and it 
must be remembered that he knew nothing of 
the conversation between the defendant and his 
solicitor at the morning interview when the 
defendant had produced the document in 
support of his assertion r-garding the rental he 
expected to receive from his projected purchase. 

On the theory of the def«nce for the plaintiif 
to have repudiated the words then would have 

en to destroy his chance of selling the pro- 
perty and would have defeated the very object 
he had in view in inserling them. The inter- 
view just referred to had taken place at Mr. 
D’ Almada’s offic2 on the 27th May. On the l5th 
June the defeudant consulted Mr. D'Almada 
as to his right to rescind the agreement. 
He had, he says, in the meantime after the 


deposit, discovered the fraud that had been per- 
petrated on him. On going to see his purchase 
he had for the first time become aware that 
four of the six houses were empty: and 
two only let at sums which aggregat-d $196 
a month. On the 15th June the defen- 
dant again produced the broker's authority 
to sell. and Mr. D’Almada says it appea'eu to 
him identically the same document. which he had 
produced at the two interviews already referred 
to. The defendant left the document with his 
solicitor, and next day on the plaintiff’s arrival 
at the office for the purpose of completing the 
sale and receiving the balance of purchase 
money, the document was handed to the defend- 
ant, who producing it said he refused to 
| cemplete the bargain as the rental was not as 
represented on the broker's written authority. 
According to Mr. D’Almada the plain- 
tiff then said “Let me see the order,” 
that on its being shown to him he examined 
it and declared that the portion relating 
to the rental had not been inserted in the 
document by him; that the defendant then 
said “You admitted the document to be 
written by you at the time I signed the agree- 
ment to buy the property; now you deny that 
ou wrote all of it.’ Plaintiff replied—‘“ Yes, but 
did not then carefully ‘examine it.” With re- 
ference tc this reply Mr. D’Almada said “I 
was present at the time. I saw plaintiff then 
looking at the document. He appeared to me 
to be then reading it.” The upshot was that 
the defendant refused to complete, and in Octo- 
ber of the same year. some five months later, the 
plaintiff commenced these pr ings. No ex- 
planation of the delay is given, but it has bad no 
weight with me in the consideration of the 
igsue joined in this case between the parties. 
seems to me for the reasons I have given that 
the probabilities are on the side of the defendant. 
I believe that the representation as to the rental 
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was made to him by the plaintiff through the 
broker, and that he og a fact sigued the 
agreement to purchase relyinz upon that 
representation; and that he made no inde- 
pag examination of the property until after 
e hai bought it, when tre discovered the 
misrepresentation that had been made. The 
property was easily accessible, and the defendant 
could have made an inspection had ba pleased 
before signing the agreement; bat find 
as a fact that he did not. The fact that he 
had the means of discovering the fraud 


is therefors immaterial. (Redgra urd 
20 Ch. ‘Div. }). is P 


) 
I therefore hold that the defendant is entitled 


to rescind the agreement of the 28th May 
1903, m ide between himself and the plaintiff for 


the purchase of the property described therein ; 
and that the defendant is entitled to receive 


back from the plaintiff the sum of 86,150 paid 
as bargain money with interest thereon at eight 
per cent. par annum from the 28th May 1903.

Our thanks, however, are dus fo Mr. Hogg for 
the trouble he took in the matter. We think 
it as well to leave this item still standing in 
our books in the hope that some day the justice 
of our claim may be recognised. At the last 
annual meeting a shareholder suggested that 
the advantages of Weihaiwei as a deep water 
port, and otherwise, should be brought to the 
notice of big shipping firms, Steps have been 
taken in this direction, but we are afraid that

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 
A SAILORS’ QUARREL, 


—____ 
FATAL EWDING. 

On board the sailing ship King George 
on the night of the Fath Marob, Emanuel 
Hernandez, a Spaniard, and Theodore Olsen, 
a Dane, quarrelled on the fo’o’sle. From 
words the men came to blows, Olsen 
striking Hernandes on the right eye with his 
fist. Thereupon the Spaniard drew a sheath 
knife and stabbed bis opponent, running the 
knife about four inches into Olsen's groin. The 
man died before medical aid reached him. The 
Captain of the ship caused Hernandez to be put 
in irons unlil the arrival of the police, when he 
was taken to the Central ~ tation. 

CHARGED WITH MUEDER. 

Emanuel Hernandez was charged before 
Mr. F. A. Hazeland at the Police Court on Mar. 
15th, atthe instance of Inspector Langley, with 
the wilful murder of Olsen. Accused pleaded 
“mot guilty.” Brob Olsen was the first witness. 
He stated: Taman able seaman on board the 
sailing ship King George. The accusel and 
deceased, together with two other seamen, were 
on the fo'e'ele at about 6.30 p.m. on Tuesday, 
when the two men hada ‘inlet quarrel over 
auguage used by the accused to the third mate. 
The men came to blows, and the prisoner drew a 


knife which was in a sheath at his side and 
struck deceased in the left groin. Deceased ran out 


through the door on the port side, and accused 
ran out on the starboard side with the knife in 


his hand. When the accused saw the blood on 
his knife he walked over to the port side and 
threw the knife overboard Deceased then ran 
off to the Captain’s cabin, and I saw the accused 
handcuffed. 

By the accused: Deceased called you a 
bastard, but I cannot remember how 
many times. I did not hear you tell deceased 
not to call you that. 

Dr. Hunter deposed: Yesterday morning I 
examined the body of the deceased, Theodore 


Olsen. The body was identified by Captain 
ite, H. R. Lewis, Second Officer, and 


White, 
Sergeant Clinson. There was a stab wound 
on the left groin about one and a half inches in 


length which extended upwards and inwards. | 


The depth of the wound was about four inches. 
The chief blood vessels supplying the left leg 
were completely severed. The cause of death was 
h morrhage, resulting from the wound. The 
knife which fitted this sheath (produced) would 
have caused the wound. 

George Cordmann stated: I am an A.B. on 
the King George. Between five and six p.m’ 
yesterday I was iu the fo’ c’ sle, whea accused 
and deceased had a quarrel over what had 
happened in the afternoon between the accused 
and the third mate. Deceased called defendant 
‘‘a—liar.” Accused said to the deceased—“ IJ am 
not a liar, you were not there.” Then deceased 
said to the defendant— If you don't keep 
quiet I will hit you in the face.” Defendant said 
to the deceased —“ You called me a liar before ; 
I am nota liar, You are aliar.” Deceased then 
jumped up, called the defendant a bastard, 
and struck him on the face. Accused and 
deceased were seated on a bench, and when 
aecused was sirack by the deceased, he fell 
on to his left side. Accused then drew 
his knife from its sheath, and struck 
at deceased, the knife entering bis groin. The 
sheath produced belongs to the defendant. 
Deceased then ran out of the port door of the 
fo’ o’sle in the direction of the stern. The 
accused ran out of the starboard door and went 
in the same direction. I had followed deceased, 
going out of the same door as he did, I 
then saw the defendant and gaid to him— 
“You have done something very bad ; look 
at the deok covered with blood,” ariel to 
where Olsen had been charg then saw 
defendant with his own knife, bloodstained, in 
his right hand. He glanced at his hand aud 
threw the knife overboard. I saw deceased go 
to the Captain's cabin door and call, then he 
laid down “on the deck.

EXTRADITION APPLIND FOR. 


Before Mr. F. A. Haseland at the Polica 
Court on the 10th March Mr. R. A. Harding, 
on behalf of tha Chinese Government, applied: 
for the extradition of Pun Lung Tang alias 
Pim Wing Nin, whois “ wanted" in China to 
answer a charge of armed robbery at Yung Ki 
village on the 23rd March of last year. 

Mr Harding, in outlining the case, informed 
His Worship that the application was mainly 
brought about through the influence brought to 
bear by Messrs Shewan Tomes aud Co., Jardine 
Matheson and Co., Arnhold Karberg and Co., 
Siemssen and Co. and other Hongkong firms 
who had interests in China. These firms had 
petitioned the Viceroy of Canton, asking him
